SPAIN AGCEPTS PEACE TERMS

NEW YORK, AUGUST 2.—A special cable to the Evening Journal from Madrid published in a late

San Francisco, August 2.—The steamer 
Doric, from Hong Kong, brin the fol- 
lowing from the correspondent fof the As- 
sociated Press at Manila. mf date of 
July ist: 

Another link has been added to the 
chain of territory, which connects the 
United States with their newly acquainted 
foreigns possessions in the Pacific ocean. 

On June 22st, Captain Glass. of tiie 
United States steamship Charleston, cap- 
tured the Ladrone islands, took the gov- 
ernor general, his staff and the gntire niil- 
itary force prisoners and ra‘sed the stars 
and stripes over the ruins of the Spanish 
fcrt at Santa Cruz, in the harbor of San 
Luis Apra. It was a bloodless victory, for 
the Spanish, not yet having heard of the 
war between their country and the United 
States, were taken completely by surprise 
and surrendered the islands, their arms 
and themselves without offerfng the slight- 
est resistance. 

The harbor of San Luis O’Apra, on the 
west coast of the mainisland Guam, is an 
ideal coaling station, and the whole group 
will undoubtedly prove to the incalculable 
value to the United States. Guam lies 
3.300 miles by sOuth from Honolulu, 1,39 
miles southeast of Yokohamo, 1,500 miles 
east of Luzon, the principal island of the 
Philippine group, thus being the connect- 
ing link between the United States and 
the Orient. 

Its inhabitants, who number 10.060, are 
hospitable,’ peaceful and law-abiding peo- 
Only too anxious to throw off the 
Spanish yoke, yet perfectly willing to 
shoulder another less galling one. The 
islands are of volcanic origin but prol fic, 
comparatively healthy, and only await 
capital to develop their innumerable re- 
sources. 

The first three days of the Charleston's 
run from Guam to Manila was without 
inc:dent, but on June 28th, shortly after 
leaving Point Engana, the northeasterly 
cape of Luzon ‘sland, a strange steamer 
appeared on the horrizon. The Charles- 
ton was immediately cleared for activa, 
the convoys fell into line in her wake and 
preparations were made for giving the 
stranger a warm reception should she 
prove too hostile.

HOUSE WILL NOT BE CONVENED. 


Only the Senate Is Needed To Indorse 
the Terms of Peace. 

Washington, August 2.—There will be no 
extra session of congress, though the sen- 
ate will have to be called together for 
prompt ratification of the treaty of peace,

Berlin, August 2.—The funeral service in 
honor of the late Prince Bismarck will take 
place on Thursday morning in the Em- 
peror ‘William Memorial church. The fed- 
era; council, members of the reichstag and 
of the Prussian diet and the state and 
municipal authorities will be invited. 

Emperor Creates Sensation. 

Freidrichsruhe, August 2.—The grounds 
about Prince Bismarck’s castle were 
thronged with people early today, crowds 
of Hamburgers peing attracted there by 
the prospect of seeing Emperor William 
pay a tribute of respect to the dead. Tney 
Wandered about the woods, congregating 
in the beer gardens and Sent hundreds of 
memorial post cards with portraits of the 
deceased prince and pictures, of the castle. 

Many of the people were in mourning 
and hundreds came on bieyeles. Under 
the trees sixty men of the Thirty-first in- 
fantry from Altona, and the sergeants of 
Prince Bismarck’s regiment, from Magde- 
burg, had arranged their messes. The ser- 
‘gé@ants in ihe white uniforms with yellow 
facing and burnished helmets, furnished a 
gBuard which was on duty on the terrace 
facing the garden behind the castle. The 
laiter remains strictly closed. A iittle gate 
Was opened occasionally to admit mes- 
sengers with telegrams and wreaths, who 
Were constantly arriving. 

The crowds on each side of the road were 
compoesd of Hamburgers, who had been 
“drriving by every train; foreseters from 
“all the Sachenswald villages; bicyclists, 


children and travelers from foreign coun- | 
“= tries. Venders of cards, photographs dnd 


“Medals swarmed about the outskirts of 
the crowds and waiters from the neigh- 
boring® beer gardens, bearing trays of 
empty or filled ‘lasses, circulated among 
- the thirsty. There were only a few geiN- 
armes presen:, but they were perfectiy 
able to maintain order. 

When the imperial train arrived here the 
crowds wre so anxious to see the emperor 
that they swarmed over the fences and 
upon the platform. The troops, however, 


were able to keep a space clear around the. 


“emperor's saloon carriage. 

There was no cheering, but.an uproar 
Was caused by the excited conversation 
carried on among the crowds present. 

What took place in the death chamber is 
not known, though an official statement on 
the subject may be forthcoming. But there

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NEW BATTLESHIPS WANT SPEED. 


Warships Must Make at Least Eight- 
- een Knots an Hour. 

Washington, August 2.—The question of 
the speed of the three battleships provided 
for by the new naval programme has been 
reopened today. The proposition now un- 
der consideration is 40 give the proposed 
ships a displacement of 13,000 tons instead 
of 11,500, and to fix their minimum speed 
at e‘ghteen knots instead of sixteen. Chief 


Engineer Melville has been asked to submit 


designs of the new and improved machin- 


‘ery, including water tube boilers, which 


he proposes to install, with a view to de- 
veloping an eighteen-knot -gpeed. These 
designs ready, Chief Constructor. Hichborn 
will set*his bureau of construction and re- 
pair to work on designs for a hull to ac- 
commodate that machinery with the re- 


_quisite coal.space and the desired batter- 


les. 
The new scheme contemplates a main 
battery of 12-inch and 8-inch guns, instead 
of 13-inchand 6-inch, ag in the present de- 
signs, this change being prompted also by 
the lessons learned from the Santiago en- 
gagement. ; 

A further and a more important change 
proposed to be made in the new ships is 
the addition of copper sheathing. At a 
meeting this afternoon the board voted 
unanimously to have the new -battleships 
sheathed with a view to preventing the 
fouling of their bottoms and the loss of 
speed resulting therefrom. This is a re- 
versal of the board’s proposition on the 
sheathing question. It has voted, hereto- 
fore three to,one against sheathing the 
bottoms of the battleships, Commodore 
Hiechborn being the only advocate of the 


| reform. The experience of the fleet in 


southern waters during the present war, 
when the battleships and cruisers have 
steadily lost what speed they started with, 
as the result of marine growth on their 
hulls, has convineed the board that, costly 
as the sheathing is, it will ibe economical 
in the long run, since it will enable the 
ships to retain their speed for an indeflinte

WILL ABANDON CAMP ALGER. 


Troops Will Be Moved to Manassas, 
Where They Will Tent. 
Washington, August 2,—Camp A’ger, Va., 


and the 20,000 men there are to be removed 
to a more healthful iocality near Manas- 
sas, Va. This determination was reached 
by Secretary Alger today ‘as a result of 
recommendations made to him by Surgeon 
General Sternberg, of the army, who be- 
lieves in frequent changes of camping 
zrounds of large bodies of men and in this 
case break the rapid spread and constantly 
increasing mortality from typhoid fever. 

Manassas is about forty miles south from 
Washington, is near a mountainous coun- 
try and the town proper is on the line of 
direct railroad communication with the 
capital city. The troops will be scattered 
over a wide area and as far as practicable 
will be kept in brigades. The start from 
Camp Alger is to be made as soon as pos- 
sible and the trip to Manassas will be in 
light marching order, giving the troops 
some practical experience in army move- 
ments. The understanding now is that the 
ne® camp is to be but a temporary one, but 
just how long troops are to remain there is 
not stated.

your wishes. I am proud to.say that that 
consideration is not the characteristic of 
district, but of the whole estate of 
Maine.’’

GARCIA ENGAGES SPANIARDS. 


Cuban Forces Have Battle with Troops 
En Route to Holguin. 


Playa del. Este, Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
August 2, 2 p. m.—News has been received 
here today from General Calixto Garcia 
and the Cubafi forces under him at Mayari, 
near the Bay of Nipe, on the north coast 
of the province of Santiago de Cuba. The 
report is tWat General Garcia thas been in 
a heavy fight with Spanish troops, who 
were trying to effect a juncture with the 
main body of Spanish regulars at Holguin.

General Garcia had 
moved toward Holguin, as it was reported 
that the Spaniards were trying to open 
their way through the Cuban lines to the 
province of FBuerto Principe.

Gcereral Breckinridge’s instructions from 
the war department were merely to pro- 
ceed here and assume command -w.:thout 
stating whether he was to be permanently 
or only temporarily in charge of this camp;

offered him, which he no doubt will, as it 
involves the coveted trip to Porto Rico. 

General Breckinridge was in the best of 
spinits when seen this evening by an As- 
sociated Press representative. He ex- 
pressed it as his desire to-have gone from 
Santiago to Porto Rico, but had to con- 
tent himself with coming to Camp Thomas 
inasmuch as the president told him that 


he should -consider it fortunate that he 


had the hcnor te be prominently connected 
with the operations against Santiago. Gen- 
era) Breckinridge was most favorably im- 
pressed with his visit to Santiago and 
talked interestingly this evening about the 
obstacles the American troops had to over- 
come in getting a commanding position be- 
fore Santiago, General Breckinridge's 
son, Lucian, came with him to camp. 

The only order issued by the command- 
ing genera] today was one naming his 
personal staff, as follows:

One of the most unique and imposing 
drill exercises that has yet taken place 
at Camp Thomas occurred on the Smite- 
White field this afternoon. It was the 
transpcrtation drill and review of the 
Thirl division, First corps, under Briga- 
dier General Sanger, commarding the di- 
vision. Fully 230 wagons besides the am- 


busnces of the division assembled on the 


field at 2:30 o'clock. There were four 
mules to each wagon, making a total of 
about 1,000, while attached to the ambu- 
lances was a total of sixty horses. The 
review was a matter of such rare occur- 
rence that it was witmessted by brigadiers, 
various regimental commanders ang other 
mounted officers. 

The wagons were grouped by brigades 
and were arranged in the order the bri- 
gades come in forming the division. The 
regimenta] trains were similarly arranged 
with respect to their respective brigades. 
At the extreme north end of a fiela three- 
fourths of a mile in length were assembled 
the &¥mbulances.

SELF GOVERNMENT | 
FULLY DISCUSSED 


Five Hundred City Fathers Gather in 
Detreit Convention Hall, 


INTERESTING PAPERS READ 


Parsons, of Boston’ University, De- 
clares Present Laws Deficient. 


MR. HAMMOND OF ATLANTA SPEAKS 


Regulation of Saloons Develops Spirit- 
ed Debate Among the Delegates 
to the League Meeting. 


Detroit, Mich., August 2.—Seme 500 city 
fathers and officials attended today’s ses- 
sions of the League of American Munici- 
palities. They cons§%tuted, on the whole, 
an intelligent.and conscienticus app2aring 
body. 

The feature of the session was an address 
upon self-government by Professor Frank 
Parsons, of Boston university, president of 
the national league, for promoting public 
ownership of mecropolies. Professor Par- 
sons held that the principle of self-govern- 
ment as applied throvgh our present laws 
is deficient in four respects, viz: 

First, in area, while the state is self- 
governed, the municipality is the creature 
of the state’s enactments, and consequently 
every other city in a state is obliged to be 
consulted about what any particular city 
chooses to do. 

Second, deficient as to class distinction, 
since women, although a part of the peo- 
ple, are not yet permitted to participate in 
the people’s self-government. 

Third, that the principle of self-govern- 
ment is not applied to industrial as it is to 
political life. Workingmen, the speaker 
urged, ought to have a part in the govern- 
ment of their own respective groups in 
industrials. 

Fourth, that the self-governing principle 
is not complete as to method, since the 
people are masters only during election 
times, while their public servants hold the 
sovereignty for the balance of their terms. 

The remedies, according to Professor Par- 
sons, are the initiative and referendum, 
woman suffrage, co-operative industries in- 
stead of monopolies, and entire self-govern- 
ment for cities free from state control. 
The latter point was enlarged upon and 
illustrated. . The professor asserted that the 
present charter of San Francisco is the 
most notable instance of progress toward 
self-government of cities. 

Interesting Papers Read. 

Mayor Young, of Akron, O.; and Mayor 
Evans, of Birmingham, Ala., read papers 
on tihe relative adequacy of administrative 
boards of commissions, as compared with 
common council committees. 

Questions of policy concerning regula- 
tion of saloons developed an interesting dis- 
cussion this afternoon. The principa] ad- 
dress on this topic was by Miayor George 
R. Perry, of Grand Rapids. He contended 
that it is impossible for a state to frame 
a measure calculated to govern or regulate 
any offense less than the crime itself, 
which public .opinion will sustain as appli- 
cable to city and country alike. Hence he 
suggested efforts. toward inducing the state 
to concede a wider latitude to municipali- 
ties in the matter of enacting local self- 
government measures. The speaker favor- 
ed permitting saloons only in the business 
parts of a city, and the taxing and regula- 
tion of clubs and saloons alike. 

Hammond, of Atlanta, Speaks. 

T. A. Hammond, Jr., of Atlanta, Ga., 
told about a two-vears’ experiment at pro- 
hibition in ‘his city, which, he said, resulted 
badly for all* concerned. Afterwards the 
people and "saloonists effected a compro- 
mise which’ regulates the business very 
strictly and, as he claimed, satisfactorily. 

Mayor Smythe, of Charleston, 8S. C., out- 
lined the workings of the dispensary sys- 
tem. He claimed there was more drunken- 
ness in South Carolina under said system 
than formerly. 

Professor Parsons, of Boston, being call- 
ed upon, gave the following as a sort of 
formula for annulling the evils of the 
liquor traffic without interfering with per- 
sonal liberty: 

1. Education of children along temperance 
lines. 

9 Industrial reforms to enable 
to have comfortable homes. 

8. Local option for cities. 

4 Enact the South Carolina dispensary or 
some similar law which should cut out the 
element of private investment and profit 
in liquor dealing. 

This evening the delegates were taken to 
Belle Isle, where they were entertained by 
music by a combination of two leading mili- 
tary bands.

T HE mystery surrounding the shooting 


on Whhitehall street at 
Turners alley, remains umsolved and it is 
possible that the guilty party may never 
be found. 

The detectives are hard at work on the 
case, but_no new developments have come 
to light, but a number of persons have 
already been arrested who may be able to 
tell somethimg abont the affair. 

The wounded man was conscious at times 
yesterday and during the day epoke in a 
rational manner to those about him. The 
shot has affected his eyesight and he is un- 
able to see anything at all, but readily 
recognizes this father’s voice and that of his 
uncle, Dr. J. W. Mills, who has been at 
his side ever since he has been in the 
hospital. 

He was not allowed by the doctors to 
talk much at a time, but during one of 
the moments of consciousness ne put his 


hand up to the side of his head and made: 
_ the remark that this face was badly swollen. 


“What happened to you, Carl?” was ask- 
ed by Dr. Mills, 

“Why I was shot,” amswered the wound- 
ed man, “and that is what has caused 
the swelling.”’ 

“Who shot you, Carl?’’. 

"Will Thomas,” responded Mills without 
any hesitation whatever, and then the doc- 
tors would not permit him to talk longer, 
believing any excitement at that time 
would prove dangerous to his condition. 

“Will Thomas” is the name of a negro 
well known to the police, as he has been 
in trouble a number of times and is comsid- 
ered a dangerous dharacter. It is also 
said that Thomas had a difficulty with 
Mills several years ago.

Officer Mills tola Mr. Wellhouse that he 
would keep an eye on the house and start- 
ed up Whitehall Street, the negro with him 
going down Windsor street, saying that he 
would meet the officer at Turner’s «alley jn 
a few minutes, 

About five minutes later Mills was shot 
and when found by those who reached the 
Spot immediately after the shot was heard 
Was lying on his back with an ugly wound 
In the left side of his hea@ The hospital 
ambulance was telephoned for and by the 
time it arrived the wounded officer was 
unconscious, 

At the hospital it was found that the 
wound had evidently been made by a 
88-caliber ball, which had entered the head 
just above the left ear, and ranging back- 
ward and downward, had probably lodged 
on the right side of the head. The ball 
was probed for, but only a part of it was 
found. It seems that in entering the ball 
was split into two parts, one lodging in a 
piece of the skull near the opening of the 
wound, and the other part lodged on the 
other side of the head. 

The smaller half of. the billet, together 
with pieces of shattered bone, were taken 
from the wound and a soft rubber pipe in- 
serted to facilitate the discharge of clotted 
blood that filled the wound 

Although only about twenty-four years of 
age, Mills has served in a number of posi- 
tions as an officer. At one time he was a 
member of the county police and also a 
deputy sheriff under Sheriff Nelms. 

A little over a week ago Miils was elect- 
ed by the police commissioners as an offi- 
cer on the force. 

Some time ago Policeman Osborne was 
making an arrest on Loyd street and a 
large crowd gathered, blocking the street. 
and Mills, who was near at the time, was 
asked to assist in dispersing the crowd. In 
attempting,.to do so several of the negroes 
became disorderly and Mills used his billy. 
Afterwards the men swore out 

against Mills, charging 

assault. At the time 

of the / difficulty there was some 

threats made against Mills by the negroes 

who were in the crowd and it is thought 

that it may have been one of these who 
shot Mills out of revenge. 

The negro Thomas does not answer the 
description of the man seen in the aliey 
by the Wellhouse brothers and the officers 
and detectives are still at work in the

Yesterday afternoon a gentleman giving 
his name as Mr. Hitt came out to the 
house, but before entering called at one 
of the houses across the street and 6 
that he had just received a letter 
Mrs. Coonradt which convinced him that 
she intended doing herself some injury.

Some of the neighbors accompanied him 
to the house, and entering they found 
Mrs. Coonradt on the bed in her room, evi- 
dently suffering from the effects of some 
drug, although at the time she Was per- 
fectly conscious and recognized those about 
her. Seeing her condition, the ambulance 
was called and she was taken to the Gra- 
dy hospital, where she was immediately 
put on the operating table, and every effort 
was made to bring her out of the uncon- 
scious state into which she had fallen. 

When she arrived at the hospital Mrs. 
Coonradt was in a dangerous condition, 
but after strenuous efforts of the physi- 
cians she was able to sit up at a late hour 
last night and seemed to be conscious at 
times of what was said.to her. She was 
unable to speak, but shook her head in 
answer to questions and the hosp:tal phy- 
sicians entertain strong hopes of her re- 
covery. 

The dose of morphine taken was evident- 
ly a large one, but none of the drug was 
to be found at the house and nothing to 
show in what way it had been taken.

THE STATE RAILROAD COMMISSION

It ig no concern of the Geor- 
gia railroad ccmmission whether the gOv- 
ernment collects the revenue from the tel- 
egraph companies for the messages delivy- 
ered, but the suggestion is given to it 
that it is missing a vast sum of money 
by mot exacting one cent from the cor- 
porations On every message delivered. 
Here in Atlanta the Western Union alone 
receives about 2,000 messages a day and 
sends as many. The fax paid by the 
senders amounts to $20 per day and if the 
company had to put a war tax Stamp on 
every mesSage delivered here, it would 
have a stamp bill amounting to $20 daily 
in this city. For the entire country, the 
amount would be $2,500 a day at the least, 
and it might run to $5,000 for this one 
company. 

After the attorneys for the Southern 
Express and Western Union Telegraph 
Companies made their arguments lagt 
week and the week before the 
cases were referred by Commis- 
sioners Trammell and Crenshaw to 
Commissioner Atkinson for a jegal opin- 
jon on the law.

The Sinking of the Merrimac. 

“Tt was this sort of metal that was ex- 
hibited by the men who sank the Merrimac. 
So eager *were the men to make that expe- 
dition,’ that only a short while after the 
call for’ volunteers had been made. a pro- 
ihibitive order was issued that no more 
men would be wanted. One hundred brave 
sailors had volynteered on the New York 
alone; and the lowa signaled across the 
water that 150 men had volunteered there, 
“Just before the vessel started into the 
mouth of the harbor a conversation was 
overheard among two of the men whic 
betrayed the belief on their part that th 
vessel was to be run three miles up the 
harbor. When the men took their stations 
on the Merrimac, for their final start, every 


man lay flat on his face on the deck with front door was 
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Realizing that,something was | 
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a special torpedo to manage. Directions 
had been given them, and it was expressly 
agreed that no man should heed the ene- 
my’s fire, no matter how hot it got, not 
even to raise” his head. Moreover, it was 
agreed that in case the projectiles from the 
Spanish guns flew thick and fast and any 
man was wounded he was still to remain 
at his post, attending, if possible, to the 


special duty assigned nim. Those men lay’ 


there, and those men attended to those 
duties. It was no occasional shot that 
came from those enemy’s guns. It was a 
perfect grind of metal—a rain storm of 
shot and shell.: Then came the tremendous 
expiosions, but the hull . did not 
sink all at once. It went down by 
degrees, and those were moments that 
those men will never forget. When a big 
6-inch shell exploded directly in front of 
the little group, lying huddled on the deck, 
when one shell went into the boilers and 
let the steam loose by the side of the men, 
the strict command, ‘No man move till 
orders,’ was obeyed to the letter. If there 
was ever a time when circumstances would 
have foreed an observance of the old prin- 
ciple of self preservation, it was then, but 
not a man budged. When those men were 
in the water, being hunted by Spanish 
boats looking for any that might have es- 
caped, the order that no man should move 
was obeyed perfectly. On the arrival at 
Morro, when the men were placed in cells 
and Spanish soldiers made 
signs at them our sailers merely laughed 


at them. ‘We would do it again tonight, 


if it were necessary,’ replied one of the 
American men, in answer to a Spanish 
question. . 

“A Spanish major asked one of the pris- 
oners what the vessel was sent into the 
harbor- for. ‘In the United States navy it 
is not the custom for seamen to know or 
ask the object,’ was the reply. 

“When I relate this occurrence you do 
wrong if you apply any great amount of 
credit for this little piece of work to an in- 
dividuak It was merely an evidence of the 
fact that the officers ana men of the 
American navy are always anxious ‘to per- 
form any duty that they are ordered to do, 
irrespective of the consequences or -the 
dangers. 

Saw the Battle from His Prison. 

“Never shall I forget how I sat in that 
dreary prison and gazed out the battle 
ficilds around Santiago. I cotta see the 
American lines and the Spanish lines. 
When I heard the first crack of a musket 
I knew that there was an advance along 
our lines. I saw the Spaniards lying in 
their deep trenches with their modern ri- 
fles ready to pour volley after volley into 
the American army. I saw the thin lines 
of ‘brave lads under the stars and stripes 
slowly ascending those hills,and I saw the 
Spaniards turn loose their lead and their 
fire, and I saw many an American boy 
drop out of the line and into the dark river 
of death. On July 2d the Spaniards were 
re-enforced, and..the American® charged 
again, and the enemies’ artillery turned 
upon the American lines. The- moral effect 
of that_galling fire seemed to paralyze our 
forees for a while. Those men had never 
been under fire before, but it dig not take 
them long to regain with increased ardor 
their patriotism, and with one mighty rush 
they drove the, Spaniards out of their 
trenches and gained a mighty victory. 
You can imagine my great anxiety at see- 
ing this. It was terrible that I could not 
communicate my valuable knowledge of 
the enemy’s fortifications to the command- 
ing officer of our troops. 

“After my yelease, greatly was I impress- 
ed, when in passing through the American 
lines, I saw men who -had given up home, 
dear ones and almost everything life holds 
for their country. The commanding general 
slept in a tent not one whit better than 
that of the private. It was a gigantic so- 
eiological force, the magnitude of which 


could not be measured by any human meth-. 


ods—equal to the life blood of the last cit- 
izen. 

“What a grand privilege it is to be a 
soldier of the United States!’

The 
lawn were filled with people anxious to 
get a glimpse of the lieutenant, and by 
the time the guest of honor arrived, shortly 
after 10 o’clock, there were fuliy 3,000 peo- 
ple present.

Finally, being almost exhausted, he was 
forced to seek a short rest in a room up- 
stairs. The crowd outside, unable to get 
inside, began crying for Hobson, and Mrs. 
Governor Atkinson, seeing that it would be 
impossible for everybody to see the lieu- 
tenant inside the mansion, requested that 
he’ appear .on the front balcony, which he 
consented to do. 

When Hobson made his appearance on 
the baicony he was loudly cheered by the 
crowd outside. Mr. Clark Howell, who was 
requested by Mrs. Atkinson to introduce 
him to the audience, said: : 

“It is with the deepest feeling of pride 
that Atlanta has welcomed her distinguish- 
ed guest today. Never in the history of 
the present war have our people been so 
stirred as by the heroic deed of this young 
‘man in sinking the Merrimac in the mouth 
of Santiago harbor. Atlanta glories in the 
achievement because fhe hero is a soutr- 
erner, an Alabamian and a fighter for the 
forces of the government, I have the/great 
pleasure of introducing Lieutenant Hob- 
6on.”’ 

“As I have said on a previous occasion 
tonight,” said the lieutenant, “sailors are 
men of few words. I do most sincerely ap- 
preciate the royal reception extended me 
by Atlanta, and I assure you I shall ever 
be grateful. Soldiers at the front have 
been doing some daring work for the past 
weeks and their hearts are gladdened by 
the manifestations of sympathy that are 
being sent out to them. This war has evi- 
denced the fact that the sailors and soldiers 
of the government are ready and willing 
to perform any duties for which they are 
called upon. I thank you, my friends, for 
this great honor.” 

After the crowd dispersed Lieutenant 
Hobson and his mother bade farewells and 
were driven to the depot. Here another 
crowd had assembjJed and as the hero 
boarded the train he was cheered again. ° 

Altogether the reception wes one of tiie 
most remarkable ever held in Atlanta. It 
is seldom that this city ever pays such 
a tribute to any man. ‘Mrs. Atkinson de- 
serves much credit for the excellent man- 
ner in which she handled the large crowd.

How the Wreck Occurred. 

There are two main lines of the Central 
road passing Fort McPherson and between 
the two lines a switch track, which crosses 
the west line a little below the main gate 
to the fort and enters the grounds of the 
barracks. Engine No, 11H. in charge of En- 
gineer Wallace was standing at the time 
of the catastrophe on the barracks track, 
lacking two feet of being clear of the west 
main line. Attached to the engine were 
ten coaches and five box cars extending 
back into the grounds and at the time 
loading with soldiers and supplies for the 
new encampment at Lithia Springs. The 
train had been made up and was ready to 
pull out and Engineer Wallace, according 


®%o the statement of the yardmaster of the 


road, was down on the ground oiling up his 
wheels for the trip into the city. He was 
standing on the south side of his engine 
and could not see the main track ahead 
of him. , 

On the west main track was standing 
train No, 42, in charge of Engineer Green. 
He signaled the operator in the station for 
the right of way and at once a white signal 
was displayed from the station. Engine 
No. 1479 started off and soon gained con- 
siderable headway, but Engineer Green did 
not see the impediment in the way until 
too late to stop his locomotive. He made 
a desperate effort to stop his engine by 
reversing the lever and quickly jumped, 
together with his fireman, to the ground. 
The clash came as the cylinder heads of 
the two locomotives met. Engine 1134 was 
thrown over to the left and under it went 
its engineer and fireman. In falling off 
the track No. 1134_acted as a lever for No. 
1479 and the latter with all its acqu red 
momentum was hurled over te the lefc of 
the main track. As its cow-catcher struck 
the earth, an immense hole was plowed 
and the tender was bent around in almost 
the opposite way from that which the en- 
gine was going. ? 

Was Engineer Wallace To Blame? 

The question would be asked of En- 
gineer Wallace, had he not met a terrible 
fate under his’ own locomotive, why he 
was on the main line instead of lacking 
a little more than two feet of being back 
far enough? It is unlikely that he was ig- 
norant of his exact position and it is also 
probable that he was familiar enough with 
the schedule to know that before he could 
pull out train No, 1134 was due to pass on 
that track. 

The operator at the station seemed to 
take for granted that the track was clear 
and atwonce signaled the train going south 
to proceed. It is possible that Engineer 
Wallace had covered all the track running 
into the barracks with his cars and could 
not move back another foot, but under 
those circumstances it seems that he should 


have taken the precaution to inform the 


operator at the station of the fact or sent 
some OMe up the track to flag down the 
— coming south with the danger sig- 
nal. 

Since only the cylinder head of engine No. 
1134 was in the way it was easy for the 
operator to be deceived considering the po- 
sition of the station from the stationary 
engine. 

Engineer J. J. Green did all that was re- 
quired of him and no part of the blame 
can be put on him. He signaled for the 
right of way, and receiving his answer 
in the shape of a white signal, pulled out, 
as he should have done.
